HE Flagelet is an Inſtrument that may very fitly be termed A Pleaſunt Com- 
panion, for it may be carried in _ Pocket, and {o without any trouble bear 
one company either by Land or by Water, It hath this advantage over other 
Inſtruments, that it is always in Tune, which they are not : And for thoſe 

whoſe Geneius leads them to Muſick, I know not a more eaſie and pleaſant Inſtrument: And 
though at firſt it may ſe:m diffcalr to Beginners,vet with the PraQtice of a few hours, obſery- 
ing theſe following DireQions, and alittle aſſiſtance of a Skilful Maſter , the knowledge 
hereof may be readily attained unto. 
Of Holding tbe Flageler. 

þ ah are two wayes of Holding the Flageler uſually taught by the Profeſſors on this 

Inſtrument : 'T he firſt way is to hold it wich the left hand next the month, the thumb 
and three fingers thereof on the four firſt Holes, and the thumb and firft finger of the righe 
bang on the two laſt, holding the End of the Flagzelet between the ſecond _ third fingers. 
The ſecond way of holding i it ( which 1 cohedite is the beſt) is to hold it with the left Li 
band next the month as before, but with this difference, the thumb and two for fing 
thereof nopping the three firſt Holes, and the thumb and two firſt fingers of the” kh 
band ſtopping the three laſt Holes ; fo that as the dil i hath Ado Holes above, "bel two

A EE Tunes or Leffons for the Flagelet are prick*d upon 1x Lines, anſwering to the ſix 
Holes on that Inſtrument, by certain CharaQers called Dots : Thefe dots dirett 
-what Holes are to be ſtopt, there being ſo many, and the ſame holes to be ſtopt on the 
Flapeket each breath, as there are dots placed perpendicularly on the ſix Lines; as ſup- 
poſe a dot upon the firſt or uppermoſt Line , the fixſt bole on the Flageler (agreeing with 
that firſt Line) muſt be opt ; ' and if there be two dors one over another, as on the fiſt 
and ſecond, or firſt and third Lines , then the firft and ſecond, or firſt and third holes on 
the Flagelet are to be ſtopt: For inſtance, in pricking the Tune called Maiden Fair, for 
the two firſt Sounds or Breaths is made a dot upon the firſt and third Line twice over, and 
accordingly the firſt and third hole of the Flage/et muſt be ſtopt ,' and then blow gently 
twice, The like is to be underſtood of all the reſt ; obſerving, that as many rows of 
dats as there is from the top to bottom on the ſix Lines; ſo many ſeveral ſounds muſt there be 
on the Flagelert. Above the ſix Lines over the Dors are placed Notes for expreſſing the

; The Picking Notes aſcend eight Notes higher than the Plain:Notes, and are diſtin- 
guiſhed from them by a daſh drawn through the firſt or higheft Dor, making it'a Cof , 
as in the foregoing Example. To play it on the Flageler oy muſt do thus: Bend your 
left thumb, and ler it te but half over the firſt Hole (on which the Pinch isalways made, 
by Pinching your Nail hard over half the Hole) then give it a ronger Breath than the 
former Notes'had, and you ſhall find the Sound of the Tagas.6 to 'beetght Notes _—
